N. W. Pennington Writes: “Are You 
Fighting a Hard Battle Against 
Lite and Has It Gone Against You?” 


Are you fighting a hard battle against 
life, and has it gone against you of late? 

This sentence headed a list of similar sen- 
tences on a square bit of paper found yester- 
day in the pocket of a suicide. The paper 
was one of a number of handbills and news- 
paper clippings, all dealing with religion and 
drink. There also was a letter, signed 
* Your sister, Maggie,“ which urged him to 
take better care of himself. 

The man's name was Robert W. Penning- 
ton. He had been a waiter in a restaurant 
in Harrison street for ten years. Every day 
he wiped the imitation marble oll cloth with 
a wet rag and served egg sandwiches. After 
a period of reform Pennington had a relapse. 

Pennington walked to the public library 
and ascended the great Tiffany semi-circular 
marble stairway. He walked to the third 
floor and looked over the balustrade. Then 
he closed his eyes and leaned forward.

BECKER IS FOUND 
GUILTY ONCE MORE 
Murder in First Degree Is 


Verdict in Retrial of 
Police Lieutenant, 


New York, May 22.—Twelve men decided 
tocay for the second time that Charles Beck- 
er was the arch-conspirator responsible for 
the Rosenthal murder, which nearly two 
years ago awoke New York to a realization 
of corruption in the police department and 
opened a new era of police reform. 

Becker, once a police lieutenant, was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree. Only 
a pardon or interference again by the Court 
of Appeals can save him from following to 
the electric chair the four gunmen who shot 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, early on 
the morning of July 16, 1912, The jury 
today decided that the gunmen were Beck- 
er’s agents. 

One ballot decided Becker's fate. 
unanimous for conviction. 

Becker’s counsel announced that he would 
appeal. 


Talking with His Wife. 

Becker and his wife were ta. ng shortly 
before 5 o’clock in a room adjoining the 
sheriff’s office when a court attendant an- 
nounced that the jury had reached a verdict. 

The defendant's two brothers, Jackson and 
John Becker, the latter a detective lieuten- 
ant, hurried to a side entrance where they 
stood awaiting the verdict. 

When the little group in the court room 
had found seats the twelve men who alone 
knew Becker's fate filed silently in with 
Foreman F. Heriden Blagden at their head. 
All twelve faces were expressionless. 

Becker in the room overhead was still 
talking to his wife when Justice Seabury 
took his seat. A bailiff was sent for the 
defendant. Becker kissed his wife as he left 
her. 


Tells Wife “They'll Free Me,” 

It's all right,” he told her. Don't worry. 
They'll free me.“ 

Becker walked briskly through the court - 
room to the rail facing Justice Seabury and 
gripped it with both hands. His face was 
coloriess. He glanced hopefully at the jury, 
but he did not catch the eye of a single man. 
Clerk Penny asked the jury to rise. 

Foreman, he said, have you reached 
a verdict?” 

Blagden, a youngish man, blond and slim, 
brushed his eyes with a handkerchief, al- 
ready damp. “‘ We have,” he said softly. 
‘We find the defendant” 

He hesitated a moment and continued in a 
whisper: 

We find this defendant gullty as charged 
in the indictment; guilty of murder in the

Becker’s Face Goes Gray 

Becker’s face went gray. The big muscles 
in his neck jumped out in heavy rolls. The 
veins at his temples swelled. His great 
frame swayed and drooped; then with quick 
control he became himself again. 

Big tears welled into the eyes of the little 
foreman. The roll was called and each indi- 
vidual juror, asked if “ guilty” was his 
verdict, too, answered yes. 

When Mrs. Becker was informed of the 
verdict she collapsed completely and was 
still sobbing when her husband was led into 
the room. She threw her arms around his 
neck and buried ber face on his shoulder. 

O.“ she cried, ‘* Charlie, I'm 80 sorry, 80 
sorry. Poor Charlie. I didn’t expect it.“ 

Becker stood looking down at her as she 
wept. Then handcuffs were locked about his 
wrists and he was led away to the Tombs.

I have analyzed the situation from 
every possible angle, and as a private 
banker have actually experienced the 
management of public and private funds 
without any outside supervision what- 
soever. 

I realize that the demand is now for 
publicly supervised institutions of what- 
ever nature, be they railroad, public 
utility, Insurance, or banks: in fact, when- 
ever and wherever the people's welfare is 
involved. , 

The stand of the publications in attack-

The Franklin bank has been in existence 
three and a half years. Its books yesterday 
showed 2.218 depositors, with total deposits 
of $144,702.75. Upon the opening of the bank 
at 9 o’clock this morning depositors will be 
given their money. 

„The private bank is doomed,“ Mr. Culp 
told a TRIBUNE reporter. There are sev- 
eral which I am sure are not solvent. Had 
my bank not been solvent I would have 
adopted the same course I am pursuing.

Another Bank Absorbed. 

Another private bank yesieruay wat 
eliminated from the field of Chicago’s banks 
of that character when the Schulze Com- 
mercial and Savings bank at 3121 Logan 
boulevard, was absorbed by the new Logan 
Square Trust and Savings bank, a state con- 
trolled institution. 

Theodore W. Schulze, founder of the 
private bank, was unable to compete with 
the state bank. He sold his banking and 
real estate business. Many of hiscustomers 
were lost to the new bank during the last 
few weeks. 

The private bank had 600 depositors and 
$82,000 in deposits. It also had 330 safe — 
posit customers. All was taken over dy the 
state bank, including a large vault. The 
real estate business went to Regefin, Jen- 
gon & Co. 


GREEK MASTERPIECE DUG UP. 


Statue of Venus of the Sixth Century 


Found Near Cyrene, 
North Africa. 


ROME, May 22.—A life size statue of Venus 
has been found by exeavators near Cyrene. 
in north Africa, which in the early centuries 
was the seat of Greek culture. The statue, 
which dates back to the sixth century, the 
time of Praxiteles, the celebrated Greek 
ecuiptor, is of Parian marble and once stood 
in the temple of Apollo. The head and arms 
are missing and the excavators are contin- 
uing their search in the hope that they will 
be found. The Venus, which is considered 
a masterpiece of Greek sculpture, will be

At Warrenton and Velapian<c tonight it was 
first said that Miss Morton was not engaged 
to Bailey but that she was engaged toa man 
residing in New York or Chicago. Later the 
story was changed to the effect that she ran 
away from her father to escape being married 
to this man, whom he favors as against 
Bailey. 

Bailey, it appears, isnot wealthy. He owns 
a farm between Delaplane and Markham.

The military escort on the train, he said, 
was not for his custody, but for its protee- 
tion. He said he had not been arrested. 
Mrs. Silliman has remained at Saltifo as the 
guest of the British consulate. 

Mr. SiNiman said his long absence was 
due to many delays by torn up tracks be- 
tween Saltillo and San Luis Potosi. The 


former city was left at 10 o'clock the morn- 


ing of May 14, and San Luis was not reached 


until late afternoon on May 20. That night 


was spent at San Luis, and the trip south- 


ward was resumed at 10 o'clock yesterday 


morning.

REGULATED MONOPOLY. 
Mr. Mellen’s views on the subject of the 
- GoSrdination of electric and steam railroad 
- tervice will be approved by every one who 
das given any thought to the subject. 

In the acquisition of various trolley lines 
n New England Mr. Mellen said he had 
proceeded upon the theory that transporta- 
tion, particularly through densely populated 
sections, might better bé handled on electri- 
died lines than on steam roads. He pointed 
dut that great passenger stations and neces- 
tary terminal facilities of steam railroads, 
especially in cities of considerable size, were 
tnormously expensive to acquire and to 
‘maintain. He had been convinced that the 
diversion of much of the traffic of steam 
roads to electrified lines would be more eco- 
nomical, the rates lower, and the service 
generally more satisfactory to the public. 
Oonsolidation for efficient and economical 
- ervice, monopoly under honest and intelli- 
- gent public regulation, should be encour- 
' ged and furthered, , But the superman in 
finance does not brook regulation, and the 
monopoly Mr. Morgan was trying to build 
by outrageous methods promised little in the 
way of benefieent results. His disastrous 
rule has set back the whole movement for 
tombination and control. But economic 
tendency will continue in that direction in 
spite of artificial checks, and some day a 
coUrdination of transportation agencies in 
New England will be brought about, not by 
buying $5,000,000 properties for seven times 
their value, nor accompanied by the control 
ot legislators, nor by the manipulation of the

CONGRESS SHOULD GO HOME, 
As soon as the senate has regained the 
national honor from pawn and its own in- 
dependence from the shipping trust, con- 
gress should adjourn and go home. 

The senators and congressmen have been 
so long in Washington that they are en- 
tirely out of touch with America. This has 
been clearly shown by the absurd conduct 
of La Follette, Bristow, and Cummins fight - 
ing their own constituencies on the wornout 
issue of railroad discrimination. 

Congress should go home. 

It does not know anything about the 
present state of public opinion. It does not 
know anything about the present condition 
of business. 

If its committees ever sought informa- 
tion on public questions they have now be- 
come so prejudiced by partisanship as to 
blind them to anything but their own big- 
oted views. 

Further trust legislation is needed. That 
we know. 

The kind of legislation that is needed 
congress does not know. Congressmen 
know the condition that pertained two years 
ago. 

They have utterly no conception of the 
condition that pertains today. 

How, therefore, can they legislate intelli- 
gently? They cannot. 

Congress should adjourn. 

The congressmen should go home to find 
out what is going on and what is being 
thought, and then as many of them as are 
reélected should reassemble next winter and 
enact a law to treat business conditions as 
they exist today. 


STUDYING CRIME. 

The intention of the special council com- 
mittee on crime to make a study of the soil 
out of which crime grows” is to be com- 
mended—provided it does not overshadow 
another important and more difficult phase 
of the inquiry. A learned report on the 
pathological and environmental sources of 
crime would be of educational value, and 
might lay the basis for constructive meas- 
ures of prevention in due time. At least it 
would add to the knowledge of criminolo- 
gists and etrengthen the present tendency 
away from old, crude, punitive methods of 
dealing with crime and toward a more eco- 
nomical and effectual method. 

But science and social reform are already 
moving irresistibly in the right direction, 
while here in Chicago, as in many other 
large American cities, another phase of 
crime never has been handled without 
gloves. Tus Trisune finds itself in very 
hearty accord with the view of Ald. Kerner, 
who said: “The primary cause, I believe, 
is to be found in the surroundings of the 
criminal; but there aleo is the lack of law 
enforcement playing à part in the produc- 
tion of criminals. I believe politics has a 
great deal to do with it in this city and 
county. Citizens have told me of cases 
where politics interfered and the police were 
told to do this or that. Judges and former 
assistants to state’s attofmeys have told me 
of such experiences. At noon today a judge 
teld me that when he attempted to enforce 
the law some hidden force stepped in.“ 

It will be comparatively easy tostudy and 
report upon the broader social aspects of 
erime. But when the committee begins to 
look into the relations of politics to it, there 
will be trouble. 

There will be little practical value in gen- 
eralizations on this phase of crime. The in- 
vestigation must be concrete and fearless 
to be very worth while. But there is where 
the rub is. The community has been given 
the sorry spectacle of the state's attorney 
attempting to obstruct and defeat the inves- 
tigation and punishment of election crimes 
by which he and his political associates 
profited. ä 

It the special council committee on crime 

begins to probe deep enough to do any good 
they will find the political powers affected, 
whatever they may be in such case, vigor- 
ously at work against them. 

On the other hand, the committee, if it 
means business, will get the cordial support 
of the independent press and of decent pub- 
ile opinion, and it will win, if it perseveres,

EPIDEMICS DUE TO BUTTER. 
Ro time to time epidemics have 
been traced to the use of butter. 
One of the most widely known of 
these was an epidemic of typhoid 
fever at Asheville a few years ago. 
From time to time tubercle bacilli have been 
found in butter. 

The number of epidemics traced to ice 
cream has been even larger. It is common 
knowledge among health officers that no con- 
ception of sanitation prevails generally 
among the men engaged in these industries. 
To inaugurate discussion that eventually 
will lead to proper methods in these indus- 
tries, the milk standards commission of the 
New York milk committee devoted their 
April, 1914, meeting to discussing the sub- 
jects of safe butter and safe icecream. 


— 

Several members of the commission 
brought to the meeting the results of their 
investigations. One of these investigations 
was by Prof. Conn of Wesleyan, one by 
Prof. Ravenel of Wisconsin, and a third by 
Prof. Rosenau of Harvard. 

Prof. Rosenau reported that two of 
twenty-one batches of butter examined con- 
tained tubercle bacilli. Four of the samples 
were made from pasteurized milk. These 
were not examined for tubercle bacilli. The 
percentage of tubercular butters, 9.5, is 
about the same as that of tubercular milk. 

The butter was inoculated into guinea 
pigs and two of the specimens caused the 
death by tuberculosis of the inoculated pigs. 

The number of bacteria in 15 grains of 
butter averaged 2,700,000 for the salted but- 
ters and 30,000,000 for the unsalted. The 
lowest count was 8,600 and the highest 41,- 
000,000.

Conn reported that butter in cold storage 
was rapidly rid of bacteria; several millions 
would drop to 50,000 in the course of a few 
days. Rosenau found that the reduction 
was 95.6 per cent in six weeks. 

A number of weeks ago the Chicago 
health department examined cold storage 
butters and found their bacterial counts 
many millions. It is possible that these but- 
ters originally had very high counts, or that 
cold temperature varieties of bacteria grow 
after the first decline in the number of bao 
teria. 

The butters examined were of different 
qualities. No relation between price and 
quality could be demonstrated. The high 
priced butters had as high bacterial counts 
as the lower. They scored 80 to 98 on the 
Woll score card, None contained less fat 
nor more moisture than the law allowed. 
Some contained vegetable dyes and some 
salt, but other than these no adulterant was 
found.

You are not jus- 
tifled in going further, and sometimes harm results 
from these measures. Have a physician remove 
the wax and examine your ears. The chances are 
that your deafness is not due to wax.

1. No. The so-called heating caused by wine le 
due to the dilation of the skin capillaries by the 
alcohol contained. Properly kept grape julce con- 
tains little or no alcohol.

ILA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY, — 


NVER PASHA, the minister of war at 
Constantinople, and married a few 
months since to a niece of the sultan, 
has lately formed a sort of crown 
council, which he styles a dynastic 
council, composed of the grand vizier, of the 
sheik-ul-Islam, of the minister of justice, and 
of himself. He dominates this council, as he 
does the entire Ottoman cabinet, and through 
this council has virtually usurped the pre- 
rogatives and powers of the sovereign. In- 
deed, it determines without reference to the 
sultan all the questions that were formerly 
referred to him for decision. 

It is merely another clever maneuver ot 
the part of Enver to strengthen his practical 
dictatorship and to extend its range. He 
realized that it would not be politic, in the 
eyes of the people, directly to arrogate to 
himself the powers formerly enjoyed by the 
padishah. So he has organized this council 
of the crown, the decisions of which are now 
regarded by church and state alike as ex- 
pressions of the sovereign's will. It even 
determines matters relating exclusively to 
the imperial family. 

— 

Thus, without consulting the sultan, this 
council ot the crown, to which the presence of 
the Sheik-ul-Islam imparts the authority of 
the state religion, has directed that the im- 
perial princes, Djemal-Bddine, Abdul Rah- 
man, Abdul Dijelil, and Fuad be dispatched 
without delay to Germany to receive their 
military training in the Prussian army, the 
permission of the kaiser having been ob- 
tained through the Turkish embassy at 
Berlin for the purpose. 

Col. von Strempel, formerly military at- 
taché of the German embassy at Con- 
stantinople, afterwards chief of staff to the 
German military mission in Turkey [en office 
which he resigned owing to quarrels with the 
head of the mission, Gen. Liman von 
Sanders], is to be the principal aid de camp 
and military governor of the imperial Turk- 
ish princes during their term of service in the 
Prussian army.

Comte Odet de Jumilhac, whose engage 
ment to Mrs. A. Lanfear Norrie of New York 
hag just been announced by cable from 
Paris, has, like his bride, been married be- 
fore, the former Comtesse de Jumilhac hav- 
ing been a Mile. Loonen. 

He is an ex-cavalry officer, having retired 
as captain of the Twenty- fifth dragoon regi- 
ment, and makes his home with his mother, 


house in the Avenue Henri Martin and at the 
Chateau du Bourg~d’Ire, in the department of 
Malne-et-Lolre. 

He is described in the dispatches as a near 
kinsman of the Duc de Richelieu, now in 
this country, who is also Marquis de 
Jumilhac. But the relationship is somewhat 
remote; in fact, it is necessary to go back 
several generations to find it, since he is 
descended from aj brother of the Marquis de 
Jumilhac who was father of the first of the 
Jumilhac dukes of Richelieu.

The Cardinal de Richelſeu's dukedom of 
Richelieu and of Fronsac passed at his 
death to his grandnephew, Jean de Vignerot, 
master general of the galleys. 

The last of the dukes of Richelieu of the 
Vignerot line, who in his younger days, under 
the name of the Comte de Chinon, had spent 
peveral years on this side of the Atlantic, 
died in 1822 without issue. 

By virtue of a patent granted by Louis 
XVIII. and dated Dec. 19, 1822, the dukedoms 
of Richelieu and Fronsac thereupon passed to 
his nephew, Antoine Marquis de Jumilhac, 
son of his half-sister, Sinmplicie de Richelieu. 

This Antoine Marquis de Jumilhac, first

Col. Roosevelt’s Discoveries in Brasil. 
[From the latest Punch.“ 

Not only did Mr. Roosevelt add to the map 
a new river nearly a thousand miles long. but 
he has discovered a gigantic mountain, hith- 
erto undreamt of even by Dr. Cook, to which 
he has attached the Picturesque name of 
Mount Skyscraper. The lower slopes were 
thickly infested with cannibals. whom Mr. 
Roosevelt converted from anthropophagy 
by a sermon lasting six hours and containing 
800,000 words—aimost exactly as many as are 
contained in Mr. de Morgan's new novel.

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MUNICIPAL MARKETS AND LIVING 
COST. 

Chicago, May 19.—[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—An editorial appearing in THE TRIBUNE 
quotes a reader as taking exception to the 
preliminary report of the municipal mar- 
kets commission. The commission fails to 
place the sole blame for the high cost of 
living upon the retail dealer. The report of 
the commission distinctly states that the 
waste cannot be attributed to any one of the 
links in the chain of food distribution—it is 
the system itself that is faulty. Any one 
can recall in his own neighborhood, if it is 
a residence district, how small areas are 
overtaxed with retail grocery stores, meat 
markets, delicatessen stores, and the Eke. 

It need not require any great stretch ‘of 
imagination to estimate the endless and 
enormous expense piled up, such as clerk 
hire, telephone, rent, interest on the invest- 
ment, delivery charges, insurance, and a 
number of other items, for all of which the 
consumer must eventually pay. A long line 
of commission men, produce merchants, job- 
bers, hucksters, retailers, and what not, sim- 
ply passing goods from hand to hand in the 
course of distribution from the producer to 
the consumer like a bucket brigade at a 
fire, is not only extremely inefficient and 
wasteful but very costly. 

There are about 6,000 retail delivery wag- 
ons and 6,000 drivers of the same employed 
daily in making deliveries to the consumer. 
Attention has been called to the codperative 
delivery service by retailers in a number of 
cities, whereby in one instance, by reason 
of such codperation, the retail stores have 
dispensed with all but nine of their delivery 
wagons, where formerly the same stores, 
while acting independently of each other, 
had maintained thirty-seven delivery wag- 
ons. The individual merchant has no 
oats bills, hay bills, to pay for, no wear and 
tear on vehicles, no wagons to buy, no 
horses to replace, no motor trucks to go 
wrong, and no drivers and chauffeurs to pay. 
The city of Helena is covered as systemat- 
ically by the butchers and grocers as it is 
by Uncle Sam's mail delivery.

The visit of this distinguished poet and 
musician to England and to America and his 
compliant translation of his own work into 
_ English has aroused great interest. The 
English profess themselves to be profoundly 
moved by this poet’s work, and in this coun- 
try the gentle Bengali has made innumera- 
dle friends 
It is quite safe to infer that in that noble and 
gerene product The Realization of Life 
which won for Tagore the compliment of the 
Nobel prize the poet offered an exposition of 
his father’s views as well as his own. That 
admonition of thé Upanishads, ‘‘ Know thou 
the One, the Soul; it is the bridge leading to 
the immortal being.“ is one of the flaming 
beacons by which Tagore has found his way 
up to those heights on which he appears 830 
securely to dwell. It is the same truth to 
which Neltzsche gave so arrogant an inter- 
pretation in his axiom that man is a bridge 
‘ between himself and superman, or that which 
he is to become. In reading Tagore's gentle 
book one discovers many points of resem- 
blance between his ideas and those of 
Nietzsche, although the delicate spiritual illu- 
mination which Tagore gives these convic- 
tions seems at first at the very antipodes 
from the restless aspirations of the super- 
man. Yet Nietzsche, led to an appreciation of 
the Upanishads by his master Schopenhauer, 
' undoubtedly derived from them the pro- 
foundest satisfaction; and those innumerable 
disciples of his—some of them disciples 
against their will—will find in the more broth- 
erly and aspiring interpretation of Tagore 
matter which will satisfy their evolutionary 
desires, while at the same time they will re- 
deive that spiritual affusion for which they 
long. 
— 


Like all of the great moderns, Tagore is de- 
sirous of emerging from mists and vapors 
and of facing the reality. From unreality 
lead me to the real,“ he cries. “ From dark- 
ness to the light, from death to Immortality.“ 
He continues: But how can one hope to 
have this prayer granted? For infiniteisthe 
distance that lies between truth and untruth, 
between death and deathlessness. Yet this 
measureless gulf is bridged in a moment 
when the self-revealing one reveals himself 
im the soul. There the miracle happens, for 
there is the meeting ground of the finite and 
the infinite.“ 

“Sin,” he observes, “is the blurring of 
truth that clouds the purity of our conscious- 
ness.“ In our pleasures we are confined 
to ourselves, in the good we are freed and we 
belong to all.” He speaks of the passion of 
holiness which men in his country permit 
themselves and of the veneration paid them. 
. To have attained a state of soul conscious- 
ness is the greatest achievement of & man, 
and this achievement is recognized. We 
seem,’ he writes, to watch the Master in 
the very act of creation of a new world when 
a mans soul draws her heavy curtain of self 
aside, when her veil is lifted and she is face 
to face with her eternal lover.“ An opulent 
deacription of this state of soul consciousness 

iow s,

Tagore expounds the ideals of India that 
India which desires to see in all of creation 
the work of the Master and which endeavors 
to prevent warfare between man and Nature. 
It desires that men and beasts should be 
friends and that they should reach out to- 
ward each other, endeavoring to span the 

distance created by their varying species. To 
this end, the eating of meat was forbidden. 
“India,” he writes, “ put all her emphasis 
on the harmony that exists between the in- 
dividual and the universal.“ The funda- 
mental unity of creation was not simply a 
philosophical speculation for India; it was 
her life-object to realize this great harmony 
in feeling and in action. With meditation 


and service, with a regulation of her life, she 


cultivated her consciousness in such a way 

that everything had a spiritual meaning to 

her. The earth, water and light, fruits and 

_ flowers, to her were not merely physical phe- 
momena to be turned to use and then left 

aside. They were necessary to her in the 

attainment of her ideal of perfection as every 
note is necessary to the completeness of the 

_ &ymphony.’’ 

This will give an idea of the message of 
harmony, good will, and soul peace which 
Tagore has offered to the world—a message 
@iffering hardly at all from that offered !y 
the greatest and simplest interpreters of 

Christianity such as Farncis of Assisi. 

It is, however, as a poet that an alm gat 
world wide popularity has come to ‘his 
Bengali gentleman. And here, too, the des 
bot life realization is frequently his th me. 
One of the finest of his poems shapes his ex- 


perience thus:

His love poems are said to be the finest in 
his language. Translated into Eiglish prose 
the necessarily suffer a sad sea change. 
nere is much repetition in them which is 
said to be haunting and lovely in the orig- 
inal. These love poems have the eastern 
Accent: they have the swooning intoxication 
pt the lotus in them. Some are delicate and 
gubtle, but many may be classed, it seems to 
me, with love poems of the second grade. 
The child poems in The Crescent Moon” 
are charming things, possessing the perfect 
simplicity which alone can give quality to 
euch writing. In them the daily life of the 
Indian child is exquisitely revealed. 
One poem which may have been written 


after reaching England or America is as fol- 
lows: 

“Thou hast made me known to friends 
whom I knew not. Thou hast given me seats 
in houses not my own. Thou hast brought 
the distant near, and made a brother of the 
stranger. I am uneasy at heart when I have 
to leave my accustomed shelter; I forgot that 
there abides the old in the new, and that there 
also thou abidest. 

Through birth and death, in this world or 
in others, wherever thou leadest me, it is 
thou, the same, the one cOmpanion of my 
endless life, who ever linkest my heart with 
bonds of joy to the unfamiliar. When one 
knows thee, then alien there is none; then no 
door is shut. O, grant me my prayer, that I 
may never lose the bliss of the touch of the 
One in the play of the many.“ 

Here, also, is a thing completely true and 
strongly original: 

O woman, you are not merely the handi- 
work of God, but also of men; these are ever 
endowing you with beauty from their hearts. 

Poets are weaving for you a web with 
threads of golden imagery; painters are 
giving your form ever new immortality. 

The sea gives its pearls, the mines their 
gold; the summer gardens their flowers, to 
deck you, to cover you, to make you more 
precious. 


“ The. desire of wierd s hearts has shed its 
glory over your youth. 
“You are one-half woman and one-half 
dream.“ 
But excellent as these poems are, there 
seems to be nothing here that should arouse 
the almost awe-stricken imagination which 
many profess to feel regarding him. Mere 
prettiness and whimseicality characterize 
much of his course, and now and then, on 
the other hand, he has let loose the Dionysiac 
fervors of his soul in such a poem as O, Mad, 
Superbly Drunk,” in which he indulges a 
primitive and rather disgusting mood. One 
would not mind this whim in a Baudelaire, 
but it really is annoying to have a religious 
leader talking about getting drunk and going 
to the dogs. Or, if he will so indulge himself, 
then it is, on the other hand, irritating to have 
the London academy, in speaking of Tagore’s 
poetry, say: ‘‘ You may know when you are 
near the peaks by the increasing sense of 
quiet. The higher you go, the more profound 
the silence. The power to pierce the dome of 
sound and raise the mind into the sublime 
and silent spaces of infinity is the power of all 
great art and the crown of every great ex- 
perience in life.“ Thisis justified by Tagore’s 
words, No more noisy, loud words from 
me, such is my master’s will. Henceforth 
I will deal in whispers. The speech of my 
heart will be carried on in the murmurings 
of a song.” But can this be reconciled with: 
„I swear to surrender this moment all claims 
to the ranks of the decent. 

I let go my pride of learriing and judgment 
of right and of wrong. 

Tu shatter memory’s vessel, scattering the 
last drop of tears. 

With the foam of the berry red wine I will 
bathe and brighten my laughten. 

The Badge of the civil and staid I'll tear into 
shreds for the nonce. 

Tu take the holy vow to be worthless, to be 

drunken and go to the doga’ 

This may be an echo of old Omar, ora rough 
version of certain songs which Sir Richard 
Burton translated and Lady Burton burned, 
but their inconsistency is evident to philistine 

initiate alike. Poetry, more than any 
art in all the world, is a revelation of per- 
sonality. If we are to take Tagore very seri- 
ously, as one who dwells in high places, let 


‘him edit his poems and expunge those which 
represent some youthful literary mood. Or, 


if we are to accept his moods, confess him 
an artisan instead of a profoundly sincere 


Uluminator of eastern thought at its best. 


then let us take his poems casually, with- 
out bated breath. 


FICTION FLASHLIGHTS. 


“A STEPDAUGHTER OF THE PRAI- 
RIE,” by Margaret Lynn (Macmillan com- 
pany), a charming story of early pioneer 
days in the west. Evidently written by one 
who understands child life and the atmos- 
phere of old days, when the west was set- 
tling. It is a charming story, vivid and real 
in every way.

A story remarkable for the originality of its 
conception is R. Austin Freeman’s ‘“ THE 
UTTERMOST FARTHING (Winston). A 
physician, whose wife had been murdered 
by a burglar, determines to devote the bal- 
ance of his life and all of his money to avenge 
her death. But his method of vengeance is 
unique in that rather than intrust the proper 
authorities with the apprehension of the 
particular culprit, he determines to kill off 
as many criminals as he can entice to his 
home, believing that thereby he will render 
society a benefit while making certain of the 
destruction of his wife's murderer. The 
narrative is too abstract and dispassionate 
to be revolting, and once begun will not be 
laid aside for long until finished.

Mr. Bertrand W. Sinclair’s NORTH OF 
FIFTT THREE (Little, Brown & (.) is 
a love story, the action of which take place 
out of doors in the far northwest. A young 
woman stenographer, of fine character, who 
is forced to resign her position on account 
of the unscrupulous actions of an employer, 
decides to start life anew as a school teacher 
in the little town of Caribou Meadows, B. C. 
She has not been established in her new 
home very long when a desire to thrash 
out perplexing problems in the open is the 
occasion of her becoming lost in the woods 
north of the town. Whlie seeking to find 
her bearings she comes upon the camp of 
a young man, who, under pretense of assist- 
ing her to find her way, really leads her 
farther astray, until her only alternative 
is to spend the winter in his company. He 
is a likeable young fellow, and conducts 
himseif like a gentleman, and the result is 
that the two share exciting and profitable 
experiences that serve to draw them closely 
together.

F you can find me a more interesting book 

than “ MY AUTOBIOGRAPHY,”’ by 8. 

S. McClure (Stokes), the advance sheets 

of which I have before me, 1 will promise 

to read it without leaving my chalr. 
There is much more in the book than ran 
through the pages of McClure’s Magazine 
and every line is interesting. The story is 
as vital and as characteristic of conditions 
in the United States as The Making of an 
American,“ by Jacob Riis. Mary Antin’s 
„Promised Land” showed certain aspects 
of immigrant life in this country and what 
our institutions can do for a foregner. Mr. 
McClure's book gives us the finished product. 
Mary Antin worked from the ground up, Mr. 
McClure took the bull by the horns at an 
early day, but was prepared for the fight 
when he entered. He has had hard lines, 
but they have always been along pleasant 
places. His autobiography should prove as 
great an incentive to the young American 
boy as Smiles’ “ Self-Help ’’ has proved to 
generations on both sides of the ocean. Ina 
little preface Mr. McClure says that it will 
be seen from this narrative how much he 
owes to his mother and to his wife and to Migs 
Willa Sibert Cather for the very existence 
of the book.” Mr. McClure also pays his 
compliments to the late William M. Laffan 
of the New York Sun, to Roswell Smith and 
Theodore L. De Vinne and others, who en- 
couraged him in the days when encourage- 
ment meant life. To his long time associates, 
Miss Ida M. Tarbell and Mr. John S. Phil- 
lips, he emphasizes his indebtedness. 


In a way Mr. McClure’s autobiography ig 
a history of American Literature for the last 
quarter of a century. Mr. McClure was a 
Columbus among editors. He was constantly 
out on voyages of discovery and he always 
found something that was worth while. 


Mr. McClure tells us that when he was 
abroad he always had New York and Chicago 
newspapers sent to him and these he com- 
pared with European papers rather to the 
disadvantage, not so much of the American 
newspapers, but of the conditions in this 
country. He says: 


The front page usually announced some horrible 
erime or accident or disaster. There was a 
savage note in the news as compared with Eu- 
ropean news. It was not that the foreign press 
was less diligent in reporting crimes and dis- 
asters, but that there were fewer to report. In 
Lendon there is an obscure murder about once 
in three weeks; in New York City and in Chicago 
murders occur several times.a week the year 
around. There are more bombs thrown with 
criminal intent in New York City than in all the 
rest of the world. There are more fires in New 
York City than in all the great European 
cities added together. There are more people 
burned alive in New York City every vear than 
in all the great European capitals. Naturally, the 
newspapers read differently. 


As a foreign born citizen of this country I would 
like to do my part to help to bring about the 
realization of the very noble American ideal, 
which, when I was a boy, was-universally believed 
in, here and in Europe. I believe that the dishon- 
est administration of public affairs in our cities 
has come about largely through carelessness, and 
that the remedy is as simple, as easily understood, 
and as possible of attainment, as the remedy for 
typhoid fever. The remedy is no dangerous ex- 
periment. It was adopted in Germany in the latter 
part of the last century. As a matter of self-protec- 
tion it was adopted by Great Britain in the first 
third of the last century, and it lifted the nation 
out of as corrupt conditions of government as 
had ever existed. It was adopted by Galveston, 
after the great flood of 1901, to enable that city 
to continue its existence as a city. This very 
simple remedy is the establishment, in every mu- 
nicipality, of what, in a railroad, is called a board 
of directors, in a German city is called the coun- 
cil, and in an American city is called the com- 
mission form of government.

Guglielmo Ferrero, who with his wife vis- 
ited this country to study social conditions, 
is about to publish a book through the Put- 
nams called ANCIENT ROME AND MOD- 
ERN AMERICA.”

a very observing man, notes the spirit of 
discontent ‘‘as deep as it is unreasonable 
that seems to pervade the world: 

One might say that man has become ineatia- 
ble.

So earnest did Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls of 
gt, Louis become in denouncing certain pro- 
visions in the report, which he said were a 
practical approval of divorce, that he 
gpunted the main platform and standing 
close to Moderator Alexander and Dr. Stone 
charged that the Presbyterian church had 


gone directly against the word of God and | 


had lowered its standard. 

The words of the report to which Dr. Nic- 
eolis took such strenuous objection were 
the following: This general assembly 
would hereby approve of the following par- 
ticulars as desirable for incorporation in an 
improved state code or new law on marriage 
and divorce—to wit: 

“The requirement of a residence of at 1 
two years in the state where the application 
for divorce is to be entered. 

“The requirement of at least one year 
after the granting of a decree before the 
game shall take effect. 


“Lowered Your Standards.“ 

“By passing this recommendation, Dr. 
Niccolils said. you approve of divorce under 
certain circumstances. Does the lapse of 
time take away moral turpitude? Does state 
_ law annul the word of God? Persons who 
conform to the law will stroke themselves 
with complacency and say. We have the 
sanction of the church.’ You have lowered 
your standards for the sake of convenience. 

Gen. Ralph E. Prime of Yonkers, N. T., 
who said he had been a lawyer for fifty years, 
sprang to his feet with the exclamation: 
“Dr, Niccolls is mistaken. Our recommen- 
dations do not approve of divorce in any 
form, but are simply provisions for the in- 
terpretation of the law as it exists.“

Council Committee on Finance -In- 
dorses Request of Ald. Geiger in 
Behalf of John F. Wallace.

Among the plans outlined are public mass- 


‘meetings addressed by distinguished foreign 


visitors, pageants emphasizing the triumphs of 
peace and the desirability of its continuation, 
observances in the churches and schools, and 
the erection of a permanent memorial. It is 
also contempiated that for a period of five 
minutes Chicago, together with all the cities of 
the United States, shall suspend all business 
activities and stop the wheels of industry in 
commemoration of the fact that for 100 years 
English speaking peoples have been living in 
peace and harmony. ae

Every great specialist does some 
work in dietetics by working out a diet for 
the disease he gives his life to curing.

In a fifteen page chapter on the egg this 
doctor says: “Eggs are appropriate food in 
rickets, anemia, diminished mineral metabolism, 
where phosphorus, potash, iron, and silica are 
wanted. Milk supplies the necessary amount 
of lime, which is wanting in the egg.”

Notice the milk! This is really the best of 
notices to the cook that eggs and milk are 
a splendid combination, something doctors have 
long known and shown in their food pre- 
scriptions, but which they may now know in 
@ more specific way. Custards, soft and firm, 
and all the combinations of eggs and milk, can 
usually be managed by dyspeptics, though not 
by every kind of dyspeptic. 

Eggs are prescribed for those who make too 
much acid, because they fix a large amount of 
this acid. The favorite expression for this 
fixing, by one of our great dietitians, is that 
the acid is made as safe as a church. When it 
is wandering around free it is as dangerous as 
the evil one himself often, though even he has 
his quiescent times, Ms 

In fixing the acid the egg has fixed itself 

as it needs to be fixed, for the egg must be 
eaten with great caution waen the stomach 
makes too little acid, because “the sulphur in 
the yolk quickly undergoes putrefaction when 
the gastric juices are deficient.” 
Tune special warning is given that under these 
circumstances the egg must ve eaten in exceed- 
ingly small quantities, and never with hot but- 
ter. This would cut out Hollandaise sauce, 
melted butter with eggs, baked or otherwise 
cooked, and fried eggs, for hot fat with the 
egg would be bad, whether butter or something 
else of the sort.

“Finally, the egg is a food for reconstituting 
the system. It limits the losses fh the economy 


and adds the fixation of nitrogen and phos- 


phorus, wherein consist its great merits. It 
ought to be a dish of predilection to all who 
get overheated and have weak powers of 
similation. In cancer, neurasthenia, and phos- 
phaturia the large content of phosphorus shows 
its proper place; likewise in diabetes, in all 
forms of emaciation and consumption, and in 
antemia: in tho latter case on account of the 
heavy percentage of iron present. To con- 
valescents who need remineralization eggs 
should be recommended. 

“Tuberculosis: patients should eat eggs, es- 
pecially the yolk, in large quantities, for unto 
them they are not only food, put a medicament. 
To facilitate tolerance one has to have recourse 
frequently to all sorts of artifices—new-laid 
eggs sucked after dinner, the yolk beaten up 
in cocoa or in beef tea, milk, or claret, also in 
beer, sabayon, etc.” .

Here is the cook’s clew and opportunity. She 
is the one who can do the most “to facilitate 
tolerance,” if she is intelligent. Stix eggs a day 
are considered the best average, and to try to 
use more is considered dangerous, 

One of the egg yolk dishes has got the name 
of a sauce in most countries, namely, the 
saba yon, but this can be made to be eaten, just 
as the Italians eat it, without any accompani- 
ment, by making it stiffer. It differs from 
the soft custard in that the yolks are so cooked 
that they puff up to four times their bulk, and 
are both firm and frothy, or more like beaten 
whites. 

To each egg yolk add sugar to taste and one- 
half an egg shell of milk, wnere the Italians 
use Marsala in the same quantity. Beat up and 
then put in a saucepan of the right size over 
a little fire, and whip it all the time with a 
whisk until it puffs up. It may be flavored or 
not, and part of the egg whites, beaten stiff, 
may be added and folded in thoroughly. It 
can be cooked in a double boiler, but this takes 
longer. Two or three eggs so prepared make 
a nourishing meal for sick or well.

PEUGEOT HITS CLIP OF 88 MILES

Indianapolis, Ind., May 22.—{Special.]—A 
@teering knuckle on George Clark's Texas, a 
special racing car built for the 500 mile race, 
broke during practice late this afternoon, 
and the car while going at the rate of sev- 
enty-five miles an hour crashed its nose into 
the retaining wall on the first turn out of 
the homestretch. 

The impact threw the machine directly 
across the path of Bill Chandler’s Braender 
Bulldog, which was following closely in the 
Texas’ wake. Chandler by a piece of re- 
markable driving saved himself a more se- 
rious collision, but not until he had turned 
twice around on the course and barely es- 
caped plunging into a ditch. 


Rider and Aid Uninjured. 

Clark's car ended its side swipe across the 
dow of the Braender by plunging its nose 
into the soft sand which lines the inside of 
the track. Neither Clark nor his mechani- 
cian suffered injuries. The car was badly 
damaged, the front axle being warped. A 
new axle was substituted, and the car will 
be ready for more practice tomorrow. Chan- 
dier’s car was not damaged much. 

Clark’s was the second accident of a simi- 
lar nature since practice for this year’s race 
began here. Joe Dawson plunged into the 
retaining wall while going eighty miles an 


hour last week. To prevent similar mishaps *¥ 


in the race, the speedway authorities have a 
rule which forces allecontestants to change 
steering knuckles a day before the contest. 
There have been some objections to the rule 
on the part of the drivers, but Clark’s acci- 
dent, coming on top of Dawson's, has dissi- 
pated all antagonistic feeling. 


Peugeot Hits 88 Mile Clip, 
Clark's accident came at the close of an 
unexciting day of practice, the most sensa- 
tional feature of which was the showing of 
the three litre Peugeot in time trials during 
the morning. The baby car made several 
Circuits of the track in 1:424-5, which is 
equivalent to about eighty-eight miles an 
_ hour. This is faster than any time Duaray 
made yesterday, when he convinced his rival 
rivers of his ability to qualify, some doubts 
of which had been expressed.

When Jerry Travers did the unexpected and 
failed on Monday last, a well known critic 
remarked to me, We are in for a champion- 
ship of surprises, and although he had made 
such remarks before and they had not come 
true, still on this occasion he must be ac- 
knowledged to be a true prophet, as itis many 
years since there was such a wholesale 
slaughter of the reigning favorites. 


Big Element of Chance, 

The luck of the draw introduced a big ele- 
ment of chance into the event. On the princi- 
ple we now play it, we can find two or three 
of the big men all in a heap. They will fight 
their differences out in nerve racking eight- 
een hole heats and the survivor will come out. 
of the battle covered with honor and scars, 
only to succumb toa little known player who 
has had an easy, gentle journey through the 
early rounds. One spectator described the 
situation as follows: | 

“The double ruffed tigers tear at each 
other's throats,for a day or two and the sur- 
vivor crawls out of the fray victorious, bur

Praise for American Plan. 

This may be a somewhat severe view to

Only Four Hits Off Cicotte. 

That gave the Red Sox their first run with- 
out the ald of a base hit. Only four safe 
swats were made off Cicotte, two of them 
scratches, and not a runner reached third 
base except the man who spiked the solitary 
run on the platter in the opening round. 

The White Sox did a lot more to Foster 
than the Red Sox did to Cicotte, but it got 
them absolutely nothing.

Failure to Sacrifice Costly.

one of the easiest things to learn. Even old Jack 
Pfiester of the Cubs, who was lucky to swat es 
couple of scratches safely in an entire season, 
could deliver a sacrifice hit when needed. It is 
simply a matter of sufficient practice. But there 
isn’t a man on Callahan’s list who can lay down a 
bunt with certainty when one is needed; some of 
them can do it occasionally, and some of them 
can't do it to save their lives. There would seem 
to be only two alternatives—cut out trying or learn 
how. 

Foster was given better support than Cicotte re- 
ceived, or the Sox would have won the game by 
the hammer and bang system. Tris Speaker pulled 
the most spectacular feat when he made a sliding 
catch of a line drive from Schalk's bat at the start 
of the eighth inning. Speaker, could not reach 
the ball in the ordinary way, in spite of al! his 
speed, so he threw himself forward, slid over the 
turf on his left hip, and got his hands on the pill 
a couple of inches from the ground. Also, he held 
it. If he had missed, Schalk would have had s 
sure home run before Speaker could have regained 
his feet to chase the ball.

MISSOURI HEARING ENDS. 


Counsel for Road Asserts Oppo- 
nents Are Playing a ‘‘Hold- 
up“ Game. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 22.— [Special. 
Charges and counter charges were bandied 
back and forth today during the hearing on 
the Wabash reorganization plans before the 
Missouri public service commission. 

J. A. Hodge, a New York attorney, repre- 
senting stockholders opposed to the reor- 
ganization plan, charged that George J. 
Gould forced the Wabash into a foreclosure 
and then sold his stock to the public, 
We oppose this reorganization plan,“ he 
said, because we feel that we have estab- 
lished in the courts of New York that George 
Gould and Winslow S. Pierce, chairman pf 
the Wabash directorate, had a Personal obli- 
gation to the road of $22,000,000. 

In 1906 they issued $52,000,000 of securi- 
ties to take up $30,000,000 of other securities. 
We protested against that watering of the 
stock. Mr. Pollitz then charged that the 
water was put in to bring about a fore- 
closure, and that has been the result. The 
trouble with the Wabash always has been 
that it was overcapitalized—doubly capi- 
talized. 


Charges Gould Sold Stock. 

George Goufd, after accomplishing the 
foreclosure of the road, sold all his Wabash 
stock to the public. 
Securities issued in a reorganization plan 
should not exceed the physical vaiue of the 
property. The reorganization plan contem- 
plates securities of $209,000,000 without any 
Showing as to the property’s physical value. 
Nobody has seen this reorgar.zation plan 
except the bondholders’ committee and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. To give bonds voting power (a» 
it is known is contemplated by the reorgan- 
ization plan). would be to place the road in 
the hands of its creditors, whose interests 
would be opposed to the public interest. 
As stockholders, we are entitled to a sol- 
vent company in thereorganization. We will 
appear before every public service commis- 
sion and before every court where there is a 
hearing on this plan, and there will assert our 
rights.“ 


Wabash Counsel Assails Hodge. 
Mr. Hodge made his charges after receiv- 
ing permission to make a thirty minute 
speech, but before he. started in J. L. Minis, 
general solicitor of the Wabash, said: 

I want to explain to this commission what 
kind of men we are dealing with. We knew 
at the beginning of this rearganization that 
we would have opposition. We knew they 
could find no fault in our plan, but that they 
would oppose it in the courts. They don't 
seek to solve our problem, but they seek 
to force us to go down in our pockets to 
satisfy them.“ 

Henry Miller, general manager of the 
Wabash, testified as to the condition of the 
property and submitted the report of an ex- 
pert who had fixed the value of the road at 
$209,000,000. This is the améunt of the cap- 
italization proposed in the reorganization 
plan. . ; 
At the hearing today were members of th 
state commissions of Illinois, Ohio, and 
Michigan. It was announced that the next 
hearing will be held before the Illinois com- 
mission in Springfield, III., on June 3. There- 
after a joint hearing: before the four state 
commissions will be held cnd then the Mis- 
souri commission will pass on the reorgani- 
zation scheme. :

Springfield, III., May 22.—In the report of 
Rufus M. Potts, state insurance superin- 
tendent, covering his recent investigation 
of fire insurance conditions in Illinois, made 
public today, Mr. Potts recommends an im- 
mediate reduction in fire insurance rates and 
a reclassification of risks. He says the or- 
ganizations now holding control over the 
operations of this business must reform their 
organization and methods of doing business 
or the department will proceed against them. 


of underwriters has assumed jurisdiction 
over the stock fire insurance business in 
Cook county, establishing tariffs, publishing 
rates and restricting agents’ commissions. 


Control Outside Cook County. 

The Western Union Board of Underwriters 
exercises control over the state of Illinois 
outside of Cook county, according to the com- 
missioner. : 

He states that in his opinion these organi- 
zations are a clear combination preventing 
competition and in restraint of trade. e 
report says: 

Illinois rates are much higher than those 
of adjacent states, and according to tables 
covering experience for the last thirty-three 
years, the loss ratio has been lower than that 
of any state except Wisconsin, which is prac- 
tically the same.

The position in which the Missouri Pacific system 
finds itself at the present time is frankly painted in 
the blackest colors by people close to the menage- 
ment. Apparently there is not the Slightest at- 
tempt to minimize the seriousness of the crisis, 
On the contrary, the disastrous and wide reaching 
consequences of a fajlure of the note extension 
plan are being emphasized in a sensational man- 
ner. 

The impresaion obviously intended to be conveyed 
is that the fate not only of the Missouri Pacific but 
of the Gould system hangs on the disposition to be 
made of the $15,000,000 or so of notes now out- 
standing. It is asserted officially that negotiations 
with outside banking interests have been broken 
off; that there is no possibility of payment of any 
undeposited balance nor of a thrilling eleventh 
hour rescue of the property like that which hap- 
pened to the Erie in 1908, when Harriman jumped 
into the breach at the last moment and saved the 
property. 

It is pointed out that no underwriting has been 
arranged and no funds deposited for the purchase 
of undeposited holdings. Moreover, any purchase 
of an undeposited minority by the company would 
be a preferential payment and illegal. It is eug- 
gested that everything depends on whether the 
noteholders give the road another lease of life.

It is understood that some $10,000,000 of the 
$25,000,000 Missouri Pacific notes have already 
been deposited. The plan calls for the deposit of 
the notes by Monday. Unless they are deposited by 
that date the plan fails, and if the notes are not 
paid off by the following Monday, June 1. the Mis- 
sour! Pacific road will go into receivership. 

In view of these circumetances it is worth noting 
that the market for the notes is quite strong. 
They were quoted today 90 bid and 98 asked, which 
is materially higher than a week or so ago, when 
the extension plan was announced. It is said that

PRICES LITTLE CHANGED. 


Crop Reports Remain Favorable; 
Steel Men See Improve- 
men in Business. 


New York, May 22.—Business on the stock 
exchange today was the smallest of any day 
thus far this year, the total overturn—93,600 
shares—comparing with 98,000 shares of 
March 2, when the blizzard interrupted com- 
munication. .

cerned.
